WHY THIS CHANGE? 


A Pertinent Inquiry Made by a Citi- 


zen, Who Knows a Thing or Two. 
Several months since a number of 


our well known business men met to 
devise a plan of government for the 
city. 


Their purpose was to secure a 


more economical expenditure of pub- 
lic mcney. 


After 
several 
meetings 
were 


held and much time spent in deliber- 
ation-upon the subject, a bill em- 
bodying a new city government was 
drawn. 
A public 
meeting 
was 


called to consider the bill before it was 
decided to ask its passage by the leg- 
islature. 


No provision of the bill was more 


thoroughly discussed at this meeting 
.than the one providing for the ap- 
pointment, or election of the board of 
affairs, which would control the ex- 
penditure of public money. 
After 


hearing a full and free discussion, 
especially from those who advocated 
the appointment of the members of 
the board of affairs, it was decided 
that they should be appointed by 
the.tax commission. 


This certainly seemed to be a wise 


and ^satisfactory settlement of the 
question, as no one would doubt 
the ability of_pur tax commission to 
select the best men of our city for 
members of this board. 


The members of the tax commis- 


sion at that time were Hon. E. II. 
Hayman, Mr. Phiilip Zoellner and 
the late J. D. Clare. 


A bill drawn 
with the 
above 


named provision for the appointment 
of the^board of affairs was sent to our 
member of the legislature. 


After the passage of the bill and its 


enactment into law, it was : discov- 
ered that the section providing' for 
the 
appointment of the board of 


affairs was changed and the appoint- 
ing power put in the probate judge 
of this county, instead of the tax 
commission. 


In listening to discussions Of the 


law enacted, one often hears 
the 


expression, "one man power," and 
others of similar import. 


When was this change made? Who 


made it? Why was it done? And at 
whose instance and requests. These 
are questions which the voters who 
are asked to support the measure are 
interested in having answered. 


Is thejprobate judge be'tter qualified 


to select the board of affairs, to man- 
age the finances of this city than are 
the gentlemen above-named as mem- 
bers of our tax commission? 


If the person, or persons, who made 


the change in the original bill can 
satisfactorily .explain to the voters of 
this city why the probate judge was 
substituted for the tax commission in 
this instance^^fhe most serious object- 
tion to the adoption of the law, now 
being used by its opponents, will 
have been overcome. 


Let 
the people hear from those 


having custody cf the bill from the 
time of the. public meeting at the 
council chamber until its passage by 
the legislature. ; Give us a full and 
complete explanation as to when and 
why this change was made, and also 
tell why it Is for the better inter- 
ests of the taxpayers, if this should 
be the reason assigned for the change.

Statements Submitted to Sen- 


ate Committee.

Ringlug: Words of the Naval B«ro Who 


Wu» First to Discover die Presence ot 
tlie Spanlah Fleet at SantiHgo, ami 
Whose Conduct Seeuis to Have Been 
Anything; But Keprehenakble. 
Washington, Feb. 21.—Rear Admiral 


W. S. Schley, having been granted per- 
mission to answer the charges recently 
made against him in a communication 
sent to the senate, handed to the com- 
mittee oh naval affairs his statement, 
in which he disclaims any purpose of 
controversy with.the navy department. 


He says that on May 24 he first 


learned that the Spanish fleet was not 
at Cienfuegos and within two hours 
he started for Santiago. 


"What possible ground of criticism," 


he says, "adverse to me, there can he 
in all this, I cannot see. I was on the 
spot acting under. orders which gave 
me entire discretion, and yet clothed 
me with the responsibility of going to 
Santiago, only after I was satisfied that 
the fleet was not at Cienfuegos." 


Sampson's order to hold Havana and 


Cienfuegos is given. • Admiral Schley 
adds: 
"This letter is not printed 


either In the appendix, or executive 
document C, but I received it on the 
23d and it shows that I was expected 
to hold my squadron off Cienfuegos." 


Speaking of "the retrogade move- 


ments" which the secretary, adapting 
the language of Admiral Sampson, 
characterizes as "reprehensible con- 
duct," Admiral Schley says that in 42 
years' service "never was such lan- 
guage used to characterize conduct o£ 
mine and I see no reason for it now." 


As to the battle of Santiago, Ad- 


miral Schley says the facts of that- 
con test speak 
for 
themselves.

quotes from his official report to Samp- 
son in which he congratulated the 
commander of the squadron and said 
the "victory seems big enough for all 
of us."

of my conduct of the flying squadron." 


Admiral Schley quotes the depart- 


ments dispatch of May 29 In these 
words: "The department looks to you 
to ascertain the fact of the presence 
of the enemy and that if the enemy is 
in the harbor at Santiago do not leave 
without decisive action." Commenting 
on this the admiral says: "In obe- 
dience to the above order and without 
any further order or instruction from 
any one, I did ascertain the fact that 
the enemy was at Santiago, and the 
enemy did not leave without a decisive 
conflict." 


; Detailing the events connected with 
the battle of July 3, he says that at 
8:45 
of that day Admiral Sampson 


made signal from his flagship: "Dis- 
regard movements of the commander- 
in-cblef," and steamed eastward to 
Siboney. 


"This," says Admiral Schley, "left 


me the senior officer present and neces- 
sarily clothed me with the responsi- 
bility of the command."

Admiral Schley then describes the 


movements of his ship, the Brooklyn, 
throughout the engagement with Cer- 
vera's 
fleet.

Signals were made from the Brook- 


lyn to the squadron until all signal 
halyards we're shot away and then by 
the Meyers' army code.. 
"In conclusion, Admiral Sehley con- 
tends that the turn of the Brooklyn 
in the battle of July 3 was "the crucial 
and deciding feature of the combat and 
of decided advantage. 


Furthermore, he says, It is a mis-' 


take to say that --the vessel distance 
from the enemy was increased to the 
extent of 800 yards, and adds "though 
this may not be ot record. It is a fact 
nevertheless." 


He cites the fact that the charts of 


the board of navigators shows that the 
Brooklyn was nearest when it emerged 
from the harbor, nearest at every stage 
of the battle and nearest the Colon 
when it surrendered, and gives many 
confirmatory details of his flagship's 
active and effective participation in the 
battle.-

He says he made no report of his 


manoeuver in his report of the battle 
as its effect upon the battle was never 
a question with him.

His last paragraph reads: "On May

Tfce Tfuxnanian Devil. 


The animal known in Australia aa 


the T asm apian devil is one of the only 
two survivors of what must at one time 
have been a widely distributed class of 
animals, to judge from the fossil re- 
mains already found in many parts of 
Australia. Like nearly every mamma- 
lian quadruped of the continent, the 
devil is a marsupial, but with the soli- 
»ry exception of the ao called Taama- 
nian wolf he is the only surviving mar- 
supial animal that is carnivorous and 
may be regarded as a beast of prey. 
The devil is now very scarce and will 
soon be extinct, but in the early con- 
vict days of the island—when Tasma- 
nia, then called Van Dieruan's Land, 
was the penal settlement for the worst 
class of British convicts—they were 
plentiful, and many ghastly stories 
were afloat of their attacks upon escaped 
convicts who had taken to the Iraah. 


It is believed that the name of devil 


was bestowed on the animals by the 
convicts, who had learned to look upon 
them with almost superstitious fear, 
partly in consequence of their appear- 
ance, but still more owing to their un- 
tiring perseverance in foliowing'up an 
enemy to the laat with.what looked like 
undying hatred. No specimen has ever 
been found on the continent of Austra- 
lia.—Lippincott's Magazine.

Curtain Goes Up and Real 


Performance Begins. 


MILES IS TEE STAB ACTOE, 


Balicnt Poiuts of His Testimony Be- 


fore Inquiry Board. 


SETTLED BY A POINTED QUESTION,

.;. Washington, ..'Feb.;.. 21.—Three -wit- 
nesses besides General Miles were ex- 
amined by the court of inquiry. 
'. The court was comfortably quarter- 
ed in Ihe'old meeting room of the war 
•investigating commission with accom- 


modatloiis for representatives of the 
pre^B and the local papers. The calls 
-<)f ceremony on the president and the 
•general commanding the army occu- 
pied a large part of the forenoon and 
immediately thereafter General Nelson 
A. Miles appeared as the first witness. 
. 
General Miles appeared' in. fatigue 


•u/iifo'rm, rather striking in its con- 
t^ast with the display- of scarfs, bul- 
lien and buttons on the full dress un- 
iforms of the court. He submitted to 
'the questioning of Colonel Davis, re-^- 
corder of the court, with equanimity 
:4xcept for a flash of mingled indigna- 
'tlon and irony when he informed the 
recorder that he was not compelled to 
"report" to the commissary general of 


, the army. This was in reply to a ques- 


tion, as to whether or not he. had re- 
ported to the commissary department 
the fact that complaints had been 
made to him as to the quality of meat 
being issued to the troops. An instant 
later General Miles resumed his cool 
and carefully considered replies to the 
Inquiries of the court. 


As Indicated by a letter of the ad- 


jutant feneral, read by the recorder for 
the information of the court, the scope 
of the inquiry was limited to the alle- 
gations of General Miles before the war 
commission as to the quality of the 
army beef, and the matter purporting 
to have been furnished to the public 
press by the same official. 
Only two 


Interviews were called up by the court, 
the first an interview with a New 
York Journal representative early in 
the beef controversy, in which General 
Miles was quoted as charging that cer- 
tain chemicals were used in the pre- 
servation of the army meat, and an- 
other of the New York Herald, under 
date of Feb. 1, covering about the same 
(round. 


Mads Cureftil Kepi lea. 


General Miles was very slow and 


careful In his replies to the recorder's 
questions on this point. He called at- 
tention to the fact that in both in- 


. stances he was credited in interviews 
•with refusing to answer certain ques- 
tions and insisted that these refusals 
should bo given due weight "in con- 
sidering the questions to which he did 
reply. He said in the case of the inter- 
view of Feb. 1 that he had a letter from 
the man who wrote the story, offer- 
Ing to swear that General Miles had 
refused to be interviewed and tha.t the 
whole story was ma tie up in the office 
from the writer's general knowledge 
of the facts. 


Notwithstanding this, when his final 


answer was asked as to the authen- 
ticity of the interview, Genera] Miles 
did not specifically deny it, but merely 
said that it did not quite fairly repre-. 
sent his own opinion in the case. The 
aame qualified denial as to the Journal 
interview of Dec. 23 was made, leaving 
the witness on record as not assuming 
any responsibility for the newspaper 
statements, but tacitly admitting that 
there was a good deal in them w'ith 
which he agreed. 


It was said after the court adjourn- 


•6 that Dr. Daly, whose original "em- 
balmed beef" report was the Genesis 
of the meat controversy, probably 
would appear soon. 


Colonel Davis, recurring to the state- 


ment of General Miles before the war 
commission, asked him what his idea 
as to the beef supply for the army was 
When war broke out. 


Replying, General Miles said he felt 


confident that the usage of an hundred 
year* would be followed, and 
cattle 


herds would be shipped to the army In 
th« troplos and killed there. He un- 
derstood Cuba and Porto Rico were ex- 
cellent grass countries, and cattle could
